Agricultural and Grange Items. 


Some egg raisers claim that tin* best 
use for skimmed milk is to give it to 
Lens to drink; that it is worth twice 
as much for this purpose ns for feeding 
to hogs: and that by its use in winter 
chickens will lay" constantly. This 
must be their only drink, and to have 
access to it at all times. 
We learn that the Farmers’ Irriga­ 
tion Ditch, designed to water an im ­ 
mense tract of land lying around and 
near Kern Lake, js completed, and 
that the water will be turned into it 
to-day. It is taken out of the river at 
a point due north of Bakersfield, and 
is probably not less than 12 miles in 
length, in some places natural chan­ 
nels being taken advantage of. It is 
one of the most valuable franchises in 
the country and, the coming season, 
will develop immense agricultural re­ 
sources.—[Kern I’ourier.

A great many seemingly extrava­ 
gant tales about the productiveness 
ami profits of the alfalfa crop arc go­ 
ing the rounds of the press, but here 
is one we know to be well within the 
bounds of probability and strictly true. 
A gentleman living in the Lower 
King’s river country informs us that 
from 5 acres of alfalfa he last year cut 
twenty tons of hay, that netted him 
$10 per ton, and raised one crop of 
seed weighing 2,200 pounds, that net­ 
ted him twenty cents per pound, so 
that he made a clear profit oft'his five 
acres of alfalfa of $610. Of course this 
story sounds small in comparison witli 
many we hear every day, but it has 
this advantage, that no one will doubt 
its truth, and will seem quite good 
enough to any reasonable man.—[Kern 
County Courier._________ 
Jonathan Talcott gives a statement 
in the Boston Cultivator of an experi­ 
ment performed on a Kuftolk pig, 
where sugar beets were largely em­ 
ployed for fattening. The animal was 
about a year old, and the feeding on 
boiled sugar beets, tops and root, be­ 
gan on the 16th of August, and was 
continued three times a day until the 
1st of October, after which ground 
feed was given, consisting of two parts 
ofcornandone of oats three times a 
day, till the animal was slaughtered, 
the meal being mixed with cold w at­ 
er. The result was, on the 16tli of 
August, when the sugar beet feed was 
begun, that the weight was 360 tbs; 
September 1st, 390 ibs; Ootober 1st, 
450 lbs; November 1st, 520 lbs. This is 
the substance of the statement given, 
by which we perceive that the in­ 
crease the last of August, when fed on 
boiled sugar beets, was at the rate of 
two pounds per day; the same rate of 
increase on the same food continued 
through September. 
W hen fed on 
ground corn and oats, made into cold 
slop, the gain for the next fifty days 
was less than a pound and a half per 
day.

The installation of the officers of the

There will be more grain put in this 
season in this valley than ever be­ 
fore. 
In less than forty days, a forty 
stam p mill will be crushing ore in the 
Palm City District. 
Jam es Grant Esq., Proprietor of the 
Arizona Stage Line, left this week for 
W ashington City. 
Mr. Caley is erecting a large and 
elegant dwelling house a few blocks 
north of town. 
Mr. Richardson is 
building a similar one, near him. 
The Messrs. Anderson and Wilson of 
the “ Desert Ranch, ” are putting in a 
very large wheat crop this season. 
They will probably seed 1,800 acres. 
The Los Angeles Express of Tuesday 
in noticing the mines in the Palm 
City District, and the return of Mr. 
Buel from a visit to them, 
says: 
“ Dave Buel, who went to examine 
and bond the Blue Jay mine for Bate­

This scarcity 
is not owing to bad crops; better never 
grew, but to the large immigration 
ami an unexpected demand from the 
m ountains where crops were not good. 
All the barley used for feed and seed 
imported. To pay for what lias been 
required thus far lias alreudy taken 
large sums out of the county.

The little lecture that we read to the 
San Diego Union a few days ago, and 
which thus far seems to have had the 
desired effect, is commended to the 
atteution of the World. In its anxi­ 
ety to say an injurious word against a 
ueighbor, it is guilty of the contempti­ 
ble meanness of making false state­ 
ments, and mangling our articles into 
a seeming endorsement. 
If all that 
the World says of the Wilmington 
harbor were literally true, it knows 
that by the construction of a wharf 
either at San Pedro or Santa Monica, 
we should have a harbor equal to the 
íequirements of a much larger trade 
than is likely to center in San Diego in 
the next hundred years. 
It is a well 
known fact that Santa Barbara has an 
excellent harbor, and old ship-masters 
have assured us that Santa Monica is 
a better and safer place. 
There is 
scarcely a day in the year that a ves­ 
sel cannot safely and easily discharge 
its freight at a properly constructed 
wharf at that place, quite as easily, 
and safely as at San Diego. 
The nonsense of the World about 
building a railroad from Los Angeles 
to San Diego to enable the people to 
put their freight aboard a vessel that 
can just as easily be reached without 
this expense, is something we are used 
to, but that no amount of use will 
render anything else but nauseating. 
We are anxious to get rid of the ex­ 
pense of lighterage, and the World 
proposes that w o shall do it by build­ 
ing a hundred miles of railroad and 
paying freight over the same. 
Its 
stupidity is only equalled by that of 
the Expresa, which insists that we 
shall support the lighterage system, 
rather than extend our road a mile or 
two to deep water.

We the undersigned persons do here­ 
by certify that we have associated our­ 
selves together, and desire to incor­ 
porate the same under provisions of an 
Act of the Legislature of the State of 
California, entitled “An Act to pro­ 
vide for the formation of corporations 
for certain purposes.” 
April 14th, in 
the year of our Lord 18f»3, and all Acts 
amendatory thereof, and supplementa­ 
ry thereto—and we certify 
1st—That the Corporate name of the 
Company shall be the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Co-operative Warehouse and 
Shipping Association. 
2d. That the objects for which the 
Company is formed, are to engage in 
and carry on the business of construct­ 
ing wharf and warehouses, and em­ 
ploying the same in transacting a gen­ 
eral storage, wharfage, forwarding, 
mercantile and manufacturing busi­ 
ness, and the transportation of freight 
by sea or land. 
3d—The amount of its capital stock 
shall be one hundred thousand dollars, 
and the time of its existence fifty 
years.

If they cando this with a short wharf, 
all the better, but we do not want them 
to stop short of a full completion of the 
work, and this may necessitate a pret­ 
ty long one. 
It is their interest to do 
their work thoroughly. If they do not, 
some other means of relief will be 
found, and the labors of the Associa­ 
tion will come to naught. 


It m a y be that it is only fancy, but 
w« rather believe that the quality of 
the gas dealt out to consumers, has 
been improved somewhat in the past 
few days. It seems to burn with a 
clearer light, makes le u m ok e, and 
hasn't quite sucha ferrful * aell. 
Our 
gas bill, too, is * mailer than usual, 
this week. 
If the little stirring up we 
have given the company is the cause 
of this amendment, we shall feel en­ 
couraged to go ahead, and may hope 
in time to bring about a complete 
reform. 


The Salary Crabbers. 


Our Republican friends are fond of 
proclaiming their opposition to the Sal­ 
ary Steal,|but when it comes to putting 
themselves on record against it they 
invariably fizzle out. The Ohio Legis­ 
lature lias been considering the matter, 
and yesterday a resolution introduced 
by a Republican censuring Congress 
for passing the grub-bill was amended 
by the Democrats so as to condemn 
thg President for not vetoing it. This 
was more than the Administration 
men had bargained for, and when it 
came to the point, they voted solid 
against the resolution.
